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DETAILED ACTION 

Pursuant to the amendment of the claims filed 2/1/2008, an additional Restriction Requirement is 

required. 

Due to the complex nature of the claims, no request for oral election is being made. Please see 
MPEP 812.01. 

Election of Species Requirement 

Applicant is reminded under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for prosecution on 
the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. 
Specifically, applicant is required one disease (see instant claims 2-3 and 8). If applicant elects a specie 
from the above specie election which his not found in the instant disclosure as filed, specie election may 
be considered new matter. 

Each disease has a different and distinct etiology and pathophysiological manifestations, and that 
each is differently treated. Such is sufficient to indicate that each of the methods of treating the presently 
claimed disease states is differently searched in the patent and non-patent literature and that a search for 
one disease will not necessarily result in a comprehensive search of any one or more of the diseases listed. 
As a result, an undue burden would be placed on the Examiner to search each of Applicant's presently 
claimed species. 

MPEP 809.02(d) states "[w]here only generic claims are presented, no restriction can be required 
except in those applications where the generic claims recite such a multiplicity of species that an unduly 
extensive and burdensome search would be necessary if all claimed species were to be examined 
simultaneously. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the species 
that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable thereon, including any 
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claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is 
considered non responsive unless accompanied by an election.
